REPUBLICANS ARE LOSING HEART 



Tilings are simmering down to a 
working basis in national politics, 
nnd since the nomination of William 
Howard Taft for President, and 
James Schoolcraft Sherman for Vice 
President, on the Republican ticket, 
the wise lenders in both parties have 
gotten down to practical mathe- 
matics, ltoth sides practically con- 
ceded that the Middle West is to be 
the battle ground. Kentucky will go 
back to the Democratic party and 
the "Solid South" of course. The 
Republicans of New York feel that 
the people of their Stnte arc dis- 
gusted with the Hughes regime and 
are not a bit sanguine about curry- 
ing the Stnte for Taft, even with 
"Sunny dim" Sherinnn us the Taft 
kite's "tail. 

In 1004 there were ITf'i votes in the 
Kleetorul College: but the nilmissioii 
of Oklahoma us n Stnte increased 
this to 483. This will permit 242 
to elect. In the Stntes. of the Middle 
West Indiana has fifteen votes. Illi- 
nois, twenty-seven: Michignn, four- 
teen: Minnesota, eleVens Nebraska. 

eight: Kansas, ten; Wisconsin and 
Iowa, each thirteen: totnl 111. Fuch 
of these Stntes have a grievance 

sgatnst the Republican party, Mr- 
banks, Indiana's candidate for the 
Presidential nomination, was run 
over by ( hnuffeur Hitchcock. Cum- 
mins, of Iowa, who aspired to the 
Nice Presidential liominiit ion, got a 
side swipe that settled his aspira- 
tions; Illinois wanted Cannon, but 

his adherents were oannonixed. 
Nebraska will go solidly for Hryan. 
In fact each of these eight States 
have a grievance, nnd in the aggre- 
gate hold the balance of power. 

In the electoral college of 1904 
there were 33(1 votes, including the 
above 111 enst for Theodore B00OB 
velt, and 140 for William Jennings 
Hryan. Take the 111 from Taft this 
veer and give them to the Demo- 
cratic nominee and he will have 2 41. 
Then add the seven new votes from 
Oklahoma and he will have IMS, or 
six more than is necessary to elect. 

Besides there is no telling what 
maj happen in New York. 

It is almost as certain as human 
forecasts can mnke it that P.rynn 
will be nominated by the Democrnt li- 
mit ional convention which will as- 
semble at Deliver July 7. A good 
live running mate from the Middle 
West Is what the Democratic man- 
agers are looking for. John Mitchell, 
former President of the United Mine 
Workers, and the ablest labor leader 
in America, might have had the 
Democratic nomination for Governor 
of Illinois; he might also hnve had 
the nomination for Vice President. 
Mr. Mitchell has declined the Gub- 
ernatorial nomination on the ground 
that he is not much of a politician. 
Mr. Mitchell bus a position in Chi- 
cago that will pay him $0,000 a year, 
nnd his health will not prevent him 
entering a long and vigorous cam- 
paign. A good man from Kansas, 
Minnesota, Indinnn or Wisconsin 
■would add strength to the ticket 
headed by William Jennings Bryan. 

Already there is alarm in the Re- 
publican" cump, nnd Sherman's rec- 
oid in Congress is being nttneked 
both in New York nnd in other 
States. N. B. Scott, of West Virginia, 
who has served twelve years as Na- 
tional Committeeman from thnt 
Stnte, has signified his intention of 
withdrawing, nnd gives as a reason: 
"I have been through three success- 
ful campaigns nnd 1 do not want to 
hnve mv record broken."

The question of political, ns well 

as religious tolerance, is still rife in 
I the North of Ireland, Apropos of 

this feature of Irish polities, the 

editor of the Dundslh Democrat in 
his latest editorW remarks: 
"The mectings^^ the Monagban 

and Armagh CouneWs this week pro- 
vide n useful lesson on the meaning 
of the word 'Tolerance' as under- 
stood by different people in this 
country. We Nationalists are con- 
stantly being lectured on our want 
of tolerance; und one of the chejv 

I shed Unionist arguments against 

home rule is that under a National 
Government the minority would not 
only be outvoted and ignored, but 
would be crushed out altogether! As 
an answer to this argument we arc 
frequently called on to give proof 
of our tolerance b\ electing I'ninn- 
Ists to represent Nationalist con- 
stituencies, and in local elections we 
occusionnlly do so, to confound the 
enemy. But how about I'nionist 
tolerance? 
"At the annual meeting of the 

Monsghan County Council the Na- 
tionalist Chairman, Mr, i'oai. pro- 

ppSSd the co-option of Lord lioss 
more, and the motion was unani- 
mously adopted by a Council ex- 
clusively Catholic. We don't know ex- 
actly whnt Lord Rossinore's pres- 
ent political views tire. We know 
he MM with mntiirer yenrs abated a 
great deal of the extreme opinions 
he once held: but he is at all event! 
a landlord. a Protestant. and a 
I'nionist. That he is personally de- 
serving of the compliment paid him 
by the Nationalist Chairman and 
Council of County Monaghati WS 
have every reason to believe. And 
for n proof of National tolerance we 
need not go further than this co- 
option of the eX-Orand Master of 
the Orange Order by a body of 
Ulster Nntiomilists and Catholics. 

"Turn now to County Armagh On 
the County Council there nre but 
eight Nationalists to twenty-two 
Unionists, though very nearly halt 
the population of the county is emb- 
olic. At the Snnnal meeting of the 
County Council the eight Nationalists 
suggested that one of the co-options 
should be given to their party, und 

put f orwar d the asms of Mr, Mc- 
Oarvey. who was defeated by a small 
majority in Nevvtownhninilton. Mr. 
B, Nugent, who proposed Mr. Me- 
(iarvev, was nble to point to the ex- 
umple given by the Newry No. 2 
Rural Council, of which he is Chnir- 
mnn. This Nationalist body co-opted 
last week two I'nionists, und sleeted 
I I'nionist Vice ( huiriiiun. But did 
this example of Nationalist toler- 
nnce move the I'nionist bigots of 
Armagh County Council to do like- 
wise? No: one I'nionist only voted 
with the Nntiomilists for Mr. Me- 
Onrvey, and so the overwhelming 
Unionist majority on the Council 
wus further ndded to. 

"We do not refer to this for the 
purpose of deterring Nationalists 
Ivodics from exhibiting tolerance in 
such matters; but we say that if 
there is to be tolerance it must be 
all-round tolerance. We must hnve 
tolerance shown to the Catholic 
minorities in Ulster, and then we 
will exhibit a like spirit to the scat- 
tered Unionists in Nationalist dis- 
tricts, and agree to bury the hatchet. 
A treaty to which only one parly 
Subscribes is not at all likely to 
promote peace or concord."

Telesopes and 

Glass Will Be In 
Demand. 



Astronomers all over the world are 
interested in the eclipse of the sun 
which will take place tomorrow.

Mars, Neptune nnd Jupiter will be 
visible during part of the eclipse to- 
morrow, and people provided with 
telescopes will he anxious in their 
Search of the heavens for the star 
A, rtftnrUS, which, unless it belies its 
reputation, is moving toward Louis- 
ville und other points on this planet 
ut the rats of :t00.000 miles each sec- 
ond.

They Borrowed, not becauae 
he was a Democrat or a Kepuollcan, 
but because he had been an illus- 
trious American, because he had 
twice served the country in the high- 
eat office the people of America 
could give him; because he arose 
from the ranks of the workers and 
had k mind and will of his own. With 
the names of Washington. Adams, 
Jeferson, Monroe, Lincoln and Gar- 
field the name of Cleveland will be 
embalmed in the hearts of patriots 
and will be emblazoned on the pages 
of United States history. 

Grover Cleveland was born in Es- 
sex county. New Jersey, In 1837. His 
parents were able to give him an 
ii.Mdemic education, and at the age 
of twenty-two he was admitted to 
practice at the bur in Buffalo. He 
was active in Democratic politics, 
and in 1870 his party elected him 
Sheriff of Krle county. Eleven years 
later he was chosen Mayor of Buf- 
falo, and the next year was nom- 
inated and elected Governor of New 
York by an united Democratic party. 
Only two years elapsed before he 
was elected President of the I'nited 
Stales, the greatest political honor 
that any man could wlsn. Four 
years later he was ngain the nom- 
ine.- o. the Democratic party for 
President, and was defeated. He 
accented the nomination a third 
time in 1892, nnd led the Democratic 
busts to victory. Within forty 
years Grover ( leu-land has been the 
only Democratic President of the 
"nited Stntes. Though elected ns a 
ocrat, he was fair to all parties 
lg both of his terms as Presi- 
After his retirement In 1807 
ewod active politics and \<><>\< 
rldenee at Princeton. 
,iune ::. 1886, he married Miss 
Frances Folsom, the sorrowing 
widow who survives him. She. with 
three children, none of whom have 
reached maturity, survive him. To 
Mrs. Cleveland and her children the 
'sympathy of ithe entire nation is 
extended. Though one might differ 
from him in political matters, his 
opinions were always respected. His 
regard for law and order, for the 
supremacy of the people's will, nnd 
for the exaltation of the American 
flag will make his name renowned 
In the history of the I'nited Stntes 



PAKKN'TA I. RESPONSIBILITY. 

The school season is over for the 
next two months, and tired teachers 
hava been relieved of the respon- 
sibility of watching over their young 
charges. Not so with parents. The 
responsibility of fathers nnd 
mothers seems to be increased ten- 
fold during the vacation season. 
The child feels that release from 
school is a release from every re- 
straint, and too often parents are 
prone to encourage the children, 
even those of tender years. Parents 
ought to know where their children 
Bre every hour in the day and every 
minute in the hour. 

Many of these youngsters, too 
soon imbued with the American spirit 
independence, venture alone on 
street cirs, steam ears, hop wngons, 
seek a place to swim, even if they 
never swam a stroke before. So it 
is water the children care naught 
about, the depth nor the current. 
The result is that many homes are 
made sorrowful by sudden drown- 
ings and other accidents to life and 
limb. Often a little more care would 
have prevented a grenet deal of sor- 
row and loss of life. Even the young 
men entering on munhood are prone 
to risk they* lives in the unknown 
creeks and pools. Last Saturday, 
for Instance, two Louisville families 
were prostrated by the deaths of 
young men twenty years of age. 
<>i^' was William Grinst end Kinkead, 
JPUm of .Bulge Kobert C. Kinkead, 
the Republican nominee for Con- 
e. res.- from this district. Young 
Kinkead had recently graduated 
from the Manual Training High 
School, and was a sturdy, manly 
.young man. ne was held in high es- 
teem by his teachers and classmates, 
and his shocking death plunged his 
family in grief. The other victim 
was John Hildebrnnd, a young 
a .- hiutlc whose home was on Wenzel 
•<ireet. He woiiked until noon Satur- 
ii:i\ and then went to the treach- 
erous Ohio river for a plunge. His 
'ompanions warned him, but he 
ought he knew his strength. Al- 
•t before they knew it the youth 
swept away and drowned. There 
be naught but sympathy for the 



parents and fumilies of these un- 
fortunate yo.mg men, but these two 
Instance* ought to serve as a lesson 
for parent! to be more watchful over 
the younger children, when two 
well grown youths meet such dire 
futes. 

Another cause for anxiety at this 
seuson is the indiscriminate use of 
revolvers, blank pistols and gun 
powder. Many children feel that 
they have not celebrated July •* 
unless they are fouling with danger- 
ous weapons. Bead the papers on 
the morning of July :. and you will 
find scores of accidents reported 
from every State in the t'nion. Once 
again we advise parents to lie more 
cautious with their children during 
the coming weeks of vacation.
